| | were the Articles of my Daughter's 


Marriage with that Wretch ; which 
was conſummated without giving any 
Trouble to the Clergy; being told by 
him, that the Eſſence of Matrimony 
did not conſiſt in the Ceremony, but in 
the Will and mutual Conſent. of the Par- 
tles. 

I was ſo ſtrangely ſurprized with

As ſoon as the Day began to dawn, 
ſhutting up my Hermitage, I went in- 


to the City to accompliſh my Marriage, 


without ſo much as remembring that I 
had a Wife already. 
1 got. thither juſt as they were get- 


ting out of Bed, and was received with 


ſo much Joy and Satisfaction, that ſet- 
ting aſide all Fear, I began to diſpoſe of 
every thing, as if the Houſe had been 


already my own; and then we had ſo 


nice a Dinner, and eat it with ſo much 
Pleaſure, that, in Hopes of enjoying a 
better Bit for my Deſert after Supper, 
I thought my ſelf half way to Para- 


diſe. 


They had invited five or ſix of their 
Friends to Dinner, after which, they 
fell a Dancing; and though I knew no-
